While governmental contro] of man power 
is not yet, there is already evident at Wash- 
ington a tendency which, if not halted by em- 
phatic public protest, will lay the people of this 
country liable to a dangerous disturbance in 
the war effort. 


That is the tendency to place control of 
man power direction in political, rather than 
independent, hands. 


It has already been suggested that entire 
control of the national man power, both for 
agricultural, industrial and military service 
needs, be placed in the commission now headed 
by Paul McNutt. Without any disparagement 
of Mr. McNutt’s abilities, it cannot be denied 
that he is primarily a politician. He was a 
candidate for the presidential nomination at 
the last Democratic convention and he has 
sought other political positions. 


However, there is a far greater danger than 
this, that the tainting hand of politics may 
enter the picture. That is the effort, already 
started in the congress, to require senate ap- 
proval of all appointments of state adminis- 
trators of the man power commission, as well 
as of all other key positions. This is merely 
a baldfaced attempt to add these appointments 
to the political patronage pie. 


There is absolutely no need to permit any 
political considerations to have anything to do 
with the selection of men either for military 
service or for war industry. There is already in 
existence an organization which has done a 
magnificent job over the past two years and 
which has performed a difficult service with 
less criticism than any other. 


That is the selective service set-up. This has 
rested chiefly in the local boards, composed of 
men who were appointed without political con- 
sideration, who have served without pay and 
who have been able to administer the draft law 
fairly because of their knowledge of their own 
local people and conditions. 


The selective service organization is headed 
by General Hershey, who has himself done a 
job beyond criticism. There is no logical reason 
why he and the local draft boards should not 
do the job of calling men for war industry just 
as satisfactorily as they have that of calling 
men for the armed services. 


Furthermore, this draft organization already 
has the only complete registration of the 
nation’s man power. Not only have the local 
boards complete files on the men of draft 
age, they have full information, in the. form of 
registration questionnaires, as to the industrial 
experience and physical ability of all men up 
to 65 years of age. 

It is not suggested, nor would it be wise, 
that the selective service organization be given 
authority over questions of overall policy. Those 
must always be decided by the congress and 
the President. But the draft boards are un- 
coubtedly best fitted to select the individuals, 
after the call has been made for a given 
number of men for specified duties. 


Today, neither General Hershey nor his 
organization have anything to do with deciding 
how many men are needed, at any given time, 
for the Army. They are simply told the need, 
by the War Department, and it is their sole 
duty to fill the given quotas. 

So it could well be when the time comes it 
is necessary to draft workers for war industry 
or for the equally essential wartime agriculture.

Doctors in the Air 

War conditions always bring exceptional 
problems for the healing profession, as well as 
exceptional opportunities for betterment in 
methods of preventive and curative medicine, 
as well as surgery. This war, however, has 
added a new problem. That is the medical 
factor in the effect upon pilots and airplane 
crews of flying at extremely high altitudes. 
Some modern war planes are intended to fly 
almost in the range of the stratosphere. 

In order to know conditions at these great 
heights and to study the effect upon the human 
body, more than 100 British doctors have quali- 
fied as pilots. Even before the war began, in 
January, 1939, there was in Britain a Flying 
Personnel Research Committee, charged with 
research and advice on the physiological ef- 
ficiency and the scientific selection of RAF 
crews. 

One of the dangers of modern war flying 
is that of “acceleration,” particularly in dive 
bombing, when planes reach a speed measured 
in hundreds of miles per hour in a compara- 
tively short space of time. This condition fre- 
quently caused temporary blindness of the 
pilot. Today, as a result of the research work 
by these flying doctors, it is possible for the 
man in the plane to hold up under greater 
weights of gravity than for the plane itself. 

Other important developments include 
perfecting of oxygen equipment for high flying, 
new and more scientifically designed clothing 
to give maximum protection against the ex- 
treme cold of the high altitudes and a means 
of protecting air crews against the peril of 
carbon monoxide poisoning from the motors. 

The British medical profession is, appar- 
ently, keeping pace in its protection of the 
human element, with the plane designers who 
are always adding improvements and new 
refinements to the machines men fly.

Georgia Editors Say: 


TO CURTAIL NEWSPRINT 
(From The Sandersville Progress.) 


Daily and weekly newspapers of the United 
States will be forced to reduce the size of their 
publications and to limit their subscription list 
during the coming year. This prediction was fore- 
cast by the Progress several months ago. The 
curtailment will not be because of a shortage of 
paper, but to transportation difficulties. Approx- 
imately 90 per cent of the paper used by Ameri- 
can newspapers is produced in Canada. The bulk 
of this tonnage has heretofore moved south via 
coastwise boats. Now, due to the submarine men- 
ace, a large proportion must be shipped by rail. 

American newspapers will not be forced to 
curtail their size drastically, like the English 
papers. In that country only very small sizes are 
permitted. Many of the big London dailies print 
only four to eight pages. Weeklies are limited to 
four pages. It has been predicted that American 
dailies will be reduced, first, 25 per cent of their 
average normal size. In the weekly field the size 
will be limited to four, six or eight pages. 

Many newspaper publishers have criticized the 
government for its vast waste of paper in printing 
millions of speeches by congressmen and senators, 
thousands of bulletins from all branches of the 
government. During the past month over 200 
ners releases were abolished and many more also 
will go.

Since that time, of course, the Cubans have used sugar cane 
to make a potion which is much in demand by the members of 
the famous secret society “Cuba Libre.” This is a society devoted 
to the freeing of Cuba. The password of this deeply secret or- 
ganization is reported to be “Strike a Blow for Cuban Liberty.” 
This society has members in all classes. 

But the thought of the busted and harrassed. moonshiners mixing 
molasses with corn meal mash is horrendous and indicates that 
this art is, even as the Ferret says, becoming obsolete. 

I am-of the opinion that Mr. O. Strauss will be able to retain 
cane syrup and molasses for the making of baby formulas, for 
use on battercakes and for the ritual of the “Cuba Libre” Society. 


POLICE REPORTER DAYS All this makes me recall the 


days of the so-called noble ex-

But even as I heard the cracking some leaves 
fell on us and I realized the boys were shooting. It was the dry 
crack of rifles. | 

With considerable rapidity I got behind a log which seemed to 
shrink. I seemed to enlarge. I stayed there. behind the log med- 
itating on the foolishness of dying in the line of duty far from 
home and fireside. It was such a small log that my meditations 
were far from being of the serene oriental variety. 

. There was a brisk exchange and pretty soon the boys surren- 
ered. 

It was a little embarrassing, as two of the captives were meme- 
bers of the city police force and well known to the sheriff's forces 
and to me as the police reporter. 

We knew, of course, that the noble experiment had corrupted 
many of the force but it was embarrassing to find them working 
all the way up to the source. If I ever had any respect for the 
noble experiment I lost it during those years when I saw it close 
upeand at first hand.

Two locomotives were employed 
in pulling the train. Sam Amos, 
fireman on the second engine, told 
investigators the bridge gave way 
while his locomotive was still on it. 

“IT distinctly felt ourselves fall- 
ing,” Amos said, “but the first lo- 
comotive pulled us across the 
chasm, and then we ran along on 
the cross ties for about half a 
mile before coming to a halt.” 


Two mail cars, an equal number 
of baggage cars and several pas- 
senger cars piled up in the river 
bed, a shallow stream. One coach 
caught fire and its interior was 
gutted. 

The bridge was about 800 feet 
long, but it stood only a few feet 
from the surface of the water. 

Bridge Was Low. 

“It was indeed fortunate that it 
was not a higher bridge,” A. L. 
Girardin, a Valdostan who was a 
passenger on the train, said. 

“I was near the back of the 
train, dressing to get off when 
the accident occurred. My car 
‘stopped so suddenly and jerkily 
that I got off immediately to as- 
certain what had happened. With 
a fellow passenger, a physician, I 
went toward the burning bridge, 
and soon learned what had hap- 
pened. 

“The wrecked cars were pil | 
up on the other side of the stream, 
and the physician and I waded 
across the water and aided in res- 
cue and first aid work.” 

A Valdosta company of the 
Georgia State Guard, headed by 
Captain J. B. Johnson, and 50 mil- 
itary policemen from nearby 
Moody Field were rushed to the 
scene of the wreck, as well as all 
physicians, ambulances and nurses 
from Valdosta and the Army hos- 
pital. 


Soldiers on Train. 

A number of soldiers on the 
train were taken to the Army hos 
pital, while the civilians were tak- 
en into Valdosta for treatment. 

The wreck completely tied up 
‘the railroad’s line between Atlanta 
and Jacksonville, and other 
through trains were routed by way 
of Macon.

System Criticized. 

Perhaps even more eloquent 
tribute to the men who are han- 
dling the job of drafting men into 
the armed services is that in the 
present survey only about one per- 
son in every 20 questioned had 
actual criticism of the local board.

highway officially opened, Alas- 


| kan Army authorities have permit- 


|ted the announcement of still a 
third important transportation link 
in the territory. 


The hitherto secret Glenn high- 
way from Anchorage to the Rich- 
|}ardson highway, via Palmer, opens 
a previously impassable route be- 
tween the Cugach and Talkeetna 
mountains. Cutting through high 
passes and over swamps, it gives 
'Anchorage its first connection 
with the interior aside from the 
Alaska railway. 

The highway was constructed in 
secret and has been in operation 
for some time. It is known locally 
as the Chickaloon highway. 

Crews working from both ends 
of the 13,000-foot Alaska railway 
bore met in the middle almost di- 
‘rectly under the center of the gla- 
cier-covered mountain. The new 
tunnel will slash 60 miles from the 
haul necessary to get supplies 
‘from the seacoast to the interior, 
through elimination of that much 
twisting roadbec which frequently 
caused serious trouble in winter.

| commander of ali troops in Alaska, 
pulled the switch which set off

Science Finds New Sources 
Of Our Needed Vitamins

That wouldn't be any stranger 
than getting Vitamin C in roses.

This boric acid solution is com- | 
monly employed for cleanising the 
nostrils, eyes and mouth of the 
new-born infant. It is used to 
keep nursing bottle nipples in, and 
also for cleansing the nipples be- 
fore each nursing to prevent 
breast abscess in the first few 
weeks of nursing. 


For irritating or cleansing any 
wound, ulcer or sore this same 
boric acid solution is one of the 
best physician or nurse can use. 
In my opinion, it is second only to 
soapy boiled water for keeping 
dressings wet in the prevention 
and treatment of “blood poisoning” 
(septicemia) when this occurs 
from an infected wound or sore. 


The same solution is probably 
as satisfactory as any antiseptic 
solution for use as a douche. 

Ten grains of boric acid dissolv- 
ed in one fluid ounce of pure grain 
alcohol, if you can get the alcohol, 
a drop or two in the ear from a) 
blunt medicine dropper each night | 
and morning for several months, | 
has apparently brought lasting | 
healing in many cases of chronic 
running ear. Warm the solution | 
gently before putting it in the ear. | 

For canker sores, rinse the

WASHINGTON, Nov. 22.—(4)— 
Compulsory, loans to the govern- 
ment will top the agenda of the 
new congress, Chairman George 
' Democrat, Georgia, of the Senate 
Finance Committee said today, 
adding that congress should take 
the initiative in the matter if the 
treasury and other agencies are 
not ready with a program shortly 
after the first of the year. 

“We have got to have compul- 
sory loans to help finance the war 
and to guard against inflation and 
the sooner we get started on the 
problem, the better,” George told 
interviewers. 

Savings Program. 

There have been indications 
that James F. Byrnes, economic 
director, has taken a leading part 
in attempting to assemble a com- 
pulsory savings program which 
would have not only the backing 
of the treasury but the Federal 
Reserve, the budget bureau, the 
Office of Price Administration and 
other agencies directly interested 
in controlling inflation. 

Estimates of the total amount to 
be covered by such a program 
have ranged upward to $15,000.- 
000,000 a year, with reports that 
it would involve such stiff in- 
creases in levies as to take about 
30 per cent of the income from 
citizens in the low- earnings 
brackets. 

George made it plain that he 
intended, as far as possible, to 
see that taxation did not become 
unbearable for individuals and 
corporations. That might involve, 
he added, some readjustment of 
present high tax rates to compen- 
sate for the expected heavy com- 
pulsory savings demands. 

Increasing Tax. 

After January 1, when the new 
9 per cent victory tax goes into 
effect on all income above $624 
yearly, citizens in the lowest 
brackets will be paying at the rate 
of 24 per cent on their taxable 
income. There has been talk of 
increasing the victory tax to 10
